He stated he did mot • 

think OSWALD bad formulated any political ideas at this time of V 

bis life. Be said OSWALD appeared to be extremely bitter since 

bis father died when be was young and that be bad gotten a rotten 

deal In life but be did not direct this bitterness towards any 

particular person. 

Be said that be and OSWALD were members of the Civil 
Air Patrol with Captain DAVE FERRIK. He also recalled that one 
ROBERT ESTAV (PH), who lived on Hennessey Street, was in the same 
class at Beauregard and also was a member of the CAP unit. 

Be said that be, VOEBEL, bad no contact with OSWALD from the time 
OSWALD left New Orleans in 1955 or 1956 and beard nothing concerning 
his whereabouts until be read about OSWALD'S arrest In connection 
with the shooting of the President. 

VOEBEL said be was in Mexico on the Tocatan Peninsula 
In August, 1963 when OSWALD was In New Orleans. VOEBEL said he 
was in Mexico with a group from LSD and did not know that OSWALD 
bad been here until be learned this after the shooting of the 
President.
